An Incident of the War of the 
Upriiing In China. 

"Speaking of barbaric warfare," said 
an army officer who was in China at 
the time of the ISoxcr uprising, "I re- 
member one day when the company 
with which I wagfjttttthwl In China 
was In a position to witness the execu. 
tion of twenty rebels. The men had 
been caught with our assistance, and 
the leader of the Chinamen thought 
that we deserved the privilege of see- 
ing them die. 

"Our commander was particularly 
Impressed with the looks of one of the 
rebels He vus a line built fellow, 
about nineteet 1 years old, and bis face, 
even live minutes before he was sched- 
uled to die, Was wreathed in smiles 
Our leader determined lo save the fel- 
low If possible and asked the com- 
mander of the executing squad to spare 
the young rcbei.

Down eighteen sli ps, it 
was only seventeen feel in diameter 
by nine f « i t high, and seventeen men 
Were con- Ignod to it every night. 
RieO BON typical was Warwick jail 
pit, which was occupied at least until 
17117. It was an octagonal dungeon 
twenty-one feet in diameter and al- 
most nineteen feet underground. In 
the middle was a cesspool, and beside 
it ran a OttOOJg of water which served 
the prison, rs for drinking pur|ioses. 
To this awful cell forty-two men were 
consigned ..very afternoon at [\A7>. to 
remain thgTO until after daylight the 
following morning.

How to Cure Them of "8li 
Cog" Habit. 

F.ven quite a new umbrella or para- 
sol has been known to develop the 
trick of "slipping tho cog" and half 
closing itself at most Inappropriate 
seasons. The trouble lu such case Is 
with the little bit of metal which 
springs out from the stick for the pur- 
pose of holding tbe top part securely 
mid tauOy open. Hut exactly in what 
that trouble consists very few suffer- 
ers make the effort to investigate. 
Yet it Is generally a very simple mat 
ter both to discover and to remedy 
There need be no recourse to the um- 
brella mender if the household tool 
i best contains a slender, three sided 
"raltall" tile, as every tool chest should 

The slipping Is almost Invariably 

caused by II igle at which the top 

of (he above mentioned "spring ple -e" 
meets the sti. k. If it fails to slant In- 
ward and downward a trifle it is inev- 
itable that the little tubular section to 
which the ribs are gttgCUOd and which 
should be belli securely by the spring 
ptOCO will calmly press It buck into the 
slot III the stick anil slide shutwaril 
from (he pressure of the ribs. This 
seems much detailed, hut numberless 
users of umbrellas never do discover 
the cause of their discomfort and 
merely manage by holding the article 
open with a baud far up the stick. 
With the three sided Hie the top edge 
of (be spring piece can be slanted so 
(hut it meets the stick at an acute an- 
gle, and therefore the tubular bit will 
not be able to

Trapping Turtles.

TItKATMENT.-8b.oee ehnuld be 
oiled or greated whenever the 
laetkef begins to (ret bnrd or dry. 
They should be hruuiied thor- 
oughly and nil the dirt nnd mud 
that remain wns'ied off with 
warm water nnd the shoes wiped 
with a dry cloth. WUIIo the 

gl - are still wet apply oil or 

grease with n swab of wool or 
tlminel. It Is best to have the 
oil or urease nliout ns warm ns 
It should lie 
the lea I her, 
preferably with the pnlm. If 
necessary the oil . ,„. be applied 
to dry leather, but It panalialaa 
letter when the latter is wet. 
After treatment (he shoes should 
be left to dry In a place that Is 
warm, lint hot. 

Castor oil is recommended for 
shoes that tire to be polished. 
For plainer footgear neatsfoot, 
Ilsh oil or olelne may be substi- 
tuted. If It la desired to make 
the shoes and boots waterproof, 
tieef tallow may be added to any 
of these substances nt the rate 
of half a pound of tallow to a 
pint of oil. The edge of the sole 
and tint welt should be greased 
thoroughly. Too much grease 
cannot be applied to these parts. 

A simple method of making the 
sides more durable, pliable nnd 
water resistant Is to swab them 
occasionally with linseed oil. 
Mnny of the common shoo pol- 
ishes are harmful to leather. 

All those which contulu sul- 
phuric, hydrochloric or oxalic 
add, turpentine, benzine or oth- 
er volatile solvents hnve a tend- 
ency to harden the leather nnd 
It more liable to crack.

he Housewife Can 
Her Energies. 

That the housewife may overcome 
that feeling often complained of, that 
she has wasted steps, is predicted by 
University of Wisconsin girls, who 
have tried out the pedometer while 
doing housework In the practice cot- 
tage of the university home economics 
department. 

"It tells how far the housekeeper 
walks every day." said Miss Edith 

Beeubtan, member of the department, 

"but that Isn't all. It brings simplified 
housekeeping, because w hen a woman 
knows Kow many steps she takes she 
studies out the simplest ami most elli- 
cient way of doing every household 
task. 

"Every girl," she dec lares, "has worn 
the pedometer during the week that 
she kept house nt the practic e cottage. 
Here are the results: 

" P a te ra planning, one mile; after 
planning, one-fourth mile. 

"To save steps between the kitchen 
and dining room a tea wagon was used. 
This Inexpensive device Is a trap upon 
Wheel*. All the food nnd dishes arc 
ferried upon it during preparation and 
serving of a meal. 

"Without a tea wagon the housewife 
travels two miles, with a tea wagon 
only one-quarter of a mile. 

"The making of the lied has become 
a standardized task to those Wisconsin 
girls, in which every step is counted. 
All covers are arranged at the back of 
the bed first. Then the housekeeper 
steps to the front side and completes 
the process. There is no running from 
one side to the other to arrange every 
cover. And standardization of bed- 
making pays even If there is Just one 
bed to be made. The experiments 
proved this: 

"Before standardization, 1-3- mile; 
after standardization, only 1-<I4 mile. 

'Tei-haps no one thing will help more 
in making it impossible for steps to be 
wasted than a small kill hen. If the 
table, sink, stove nnd cupboards are ar- 
ranged near one another the total mini 
tier of steps In one day will be much 
smuller than, bj lnrge kitchen."

These are rifle 
projectiles which carry little meta 
cylinders to contain written messages 
and which burst into Ilalne when they 
strike the earth, so that they can be 
easily found at night. The otticer in 
charge of the signalers was to remain 
at the point of entrance, with his eyes 
on his watch. It was Ids duty to sound 
u warning signal live minutes before 
the end of our time in the fill MM 
trenches. 

The leader of every parly of ten also 
had a whistle with which to repeat 
the warning blast and then the liuul 
blast, wheel each man was to drag 
e\ cr.\ thing and get bad. of our artil- 
lery lire. We were not to leave auy 
dead or wounded In ilie i lei man trench 
mi ncoum of the informal ion which 
the tlerinaiis might thus obtain.

The fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
J in Hue were called utility men. They 
were to take the places of any of the 
first four who might become casual- 
ties. In addition they carried two 
Btokea gun bombs each. These weigh 
nine pounds apiece, have six second 
fuses and can lie used In wrecking 
dugouts. The ninth uud tenth men 
were sappers, carrying slabs of gun- 
cotton and several hundred yards of 
Instantaneous fuse. This explosive is 
used in demolishing machine gun cm 
placements and mine saps. The sap- 
pers were to lay their charges while 
we Were at work in the trenches and 
explode them aa soon as our party was 
far enough out on the return Journey 
to lie safe from this danger. In addi- 
tion to these parties of ten there were 
three of us who carried bombs and had 
orders to keep near the three officers, 
to take the place of any one of them 
that might go down and meanwhile to 
use our own Judgment about helping 
the Jolly old party along. I was as- 
signed one of tbe three. 

In addition to the raiding party 
proper there was a relay call across 
No Man s Mind at ten paces Interval, 
making a chain to show us our way- 
back, to assist the wounded and. In 
case of opportunity or necessity, to re- 
enforce us. They were ordered not to 
leave their positions when we began 
to come back until the last man of our 
party had been accounted for. The 
1 final section of our entourage was com- 
! posed of twelve stretcher bearers, who 
i bad been specially trained with us. an 
that they would be familiar with the 
trench section which we were to raid 




The Raid and Its Result. 

There were two things which made 
it possible for our raiding party to get 
Started across No Mans Land. One 
was th<. momentary quickening of the 
blood which follows a Idg ami unac- 
customed dose of rum. and the other

one aMe's business to pick that man 
up. Next, ucci rdlng to the queer psy- 
chology of battle, 1 began to lose uiy 
sensation of fear and nervousness. 
After I saw a second man go down 1 
gave my attention principally to a con- 
sideration of tlie Irregularities of the 
GeOMB parapet ahead of us, picking 
out the spot where we were to enter 
the trench. It seems silly to aay it. 
but I seemed to get some sort of satis- 
faction out of the realization that we 
had lost the percentage which we 
might be expected to lose going over. 
Now, it seemed, the rest of ua were 
safe until we should reach the next 
phase of our undertaking. I heard di- 
rections given, and I gave some my- 
self. My voice was Arm. It surprised 
me, and I felt almost calm. Our ar- 
tillery bad so torn up the (lernian barb 
wire that It gave us no trouble at all. 
We walked through It with only a few 
scrub hes. Wheu we reached the low, 
sandbag parapet of the enemy trench 
we tossed in a few bombs and follow- 
ed them right over as goon aa they had 
exploded. There wasn't a tierman In 
sight They were all In their dugoutaS 
But we knew pretty well where every 
dugout was located, and we mailed for 
the entrances with our bombs. Every- 
thing seemed to be going Just aa we 
had expected It to go. Two (iermans 
ran plump Into me as I was rounding 
a ditch angle with a bomb in my baud. 
They had their hands up, and each of 
them yelled: 

"Mercy, kaincrad!" 

I passed them back, to be sent to the 
rear, and the man who received them 
from me chuckled and told them to 
move lively. The (ierinan trenches 
were practl. ally just as we had ex- 
pected to tlnd them, according to our 
sample. They were so nearly similar 
to the duplicate section in which we 
had practiced that we had no trouble 
finding our way In litem. I wus Just 
thinking that really the only tough 
part or the Job remaining would be 
getting back across No Man's I.aud 
when it seemed that the whole earth 
behind me rose In the air. For a mo- 
ment I was stunned and half blinded 
by dirt blown into my face. When I 
was able to see 1 discovered that all 
which lay behind me was a mass of 
upturned eartli and tfafllL with here 
and there a man shaking himself or 
scrambling out of It or lying still. 

Just two minutes after we went Into 
their trench the tiermaus had explod- 
ed a mine under their parapet. I have 
always liellevcd that in some way or 
another they bad learned what spot 
we were to raid and had prepared for

organization, as we would say In Keu- 
tu. k.v. "plumb to h-L" And It killed 
or disabled more than half of our 
party. 

Great Confusion. 

There was much confusion among 
those of us who remained on our feet. 
Some one gave an order to retire, and 
some one countermanded It. More 
BgvaaMM came out of their dugouta, 
but instead of surrendering aa per our 
tiiglnal schedule they threw bombs 
ua It 




we wnnld lie killed or captured If we 
stuck there and that we wouldn't get 
any more prisoners. I l.siked at my 
sVfM watch and saw that there re- 
i mtilned but five minutes more of the 
time which had been aliened lor o'n- 
j stay In the trench, so I blew my wids- 
! tie and started back. I had seen I'rl- 
xate (■' recti (No. ITT.J'it'l knocked down 
by a bomb in the next section, and I 
ph ked him up and carried him out 
over the wrecked parapet. 1 took shel- 
ter with him in the first shell hole, hut 
I found tliai be was dead and left him 
there. A few yards farther back to- 
ward our line I found l.ance Corporal 
Oluss In a shell hole with part of his 
hip shot away. He sahl he thought he 
could get back If I helped him. and I 
started with him. Frlvate Hunter, 
who had lieen In a 
hole, came to ou 
tween us Hunter and I got (Hass to 
our front trench. 

We found them lining up the survlv. 
ora of our party for a roll call. That 
showed so many missing that Major 
Lewis, formerly of the Montreal Star, 
called for volunteers to go out In No 
Man's Land and try to find some of 
our men. Corporal Fharieson, Private 
Saunders and I went out. We brought 
In two wounded, and we saw a number 
of dead, but on account of their black- 
ened faces were unable to recognise 
them. The scouts later brought In sev- 
eral bodies. 

Of the sixty odd men who had start- 
ed In our party forty-three were found 
to be casualties— killed, wounded or 
missing. The missing list was tbe 
longest. The namea of those men were 
marked "m. b. k." (mleslng; believed 
killed) on our rolls. I have learned 
few of them have been 
as pris- 
oners of war bi Germany, but most of 
them are now officially listed as dead. 

All of the survivors of the raiding 
party were sent twenty miles to the 
rear at 7 o'clock, and the noncommis- 
sioned officers were ordered to make 
reports In writing concerning the en- 
tire raid. I never slept more than an 
hour at a time for several days and 
nights. I would doze off from sheer 
exhaustion and then suddenly And my- 
self sitting straight up, scared half to 
death all over agabi. 

There may be soldiers who won't 
get scared when they know they are 
in danger or even when people are be- 
ing killed fight around them, but I'm 
not one of them. And I've never met 
any of them yet. I know a boy who 
won the military cross In tbe battle of 
the Somnie. and I saw blm on his 
knees liefore his platoon commander, 
shamelessly crying he was a coward 
aud begging to la? left behind. Just 
w hen the order to advance was given. 

In this war in every offeuslve, big 
or small, the man who lias been train- 
ed to throw a bomb thirty yards Is 
busier and more Important than the 
fellow with the Mod Ml rifle, which 
will shoot a mile and a half and make 
a hole through a house. In a good 
many surprising ways this war has 
carried us back to first principles. I 
remember a crusader's mace which I 
once saw In file British museum that 
would make a bang up knob kerrie, 
much batter than the kind with which 
they arm our No. 4 nieu In a raiding 
section. It had a round iron bead, 
with spikes all over it. I wonder that 
they haven't started a factory to turn 
them out. 

Trickj of Bombing. 

When the Canadians first Introduced 
bombing the bombs were Improvised 
out of mess tins, the fuses were cut 
according to the taste and Judgment 
of the individual bomber, and Just 
when the bomb would explode was 
more or less problematical. Frequent- 
ly the Germans have tossed our bombs 
back into our trenches before they 
went off. That was dangerous and Ir- 
ritating. They can't do that with a 
Mills grenade or any of the Improved 
factory made bombs, because tbe men 
know Just how they are timed and are 
trained to know Just how to throw 
them. Then the Germans used to 
work a little bomb trick of their own. 
They learned that our scouts and raid- 
ers were all anxious to get a German 
helmet as a souvenir. They'd put hel- 
mets on the ground In No Man s Fund 
or In an advanced trench with bombs 
under them. In several cases men 
looking for souvenirs suddenly became 
mere memories themselves. 

In several raids when bombing was 
new the Canadians worked a trick on 
I lie t.'eriuuus with extensively fatal ef- 
fect. They tossed bombs llfto the 
QainMM trenches with six inch fuses 
attached. To the Germans they looked 
just like the other bombs we had been 
using, and, in fai t, they were— all but 
the fuses. Instead of having failed 
to combine burning, as the Germans 
thought, those fuses bad never been 
lighted. They w ere Instantaneous fuses. 
The Ignition spark will travel through 
an in -t u ii t ii ins, .us fuse at the rate of 
thirty yards a second. A tierman would 
pick up one of these bombs, select the 
spot where he intended to blow up a 
few of us wiih our own ammonal ami 
Ihen light tbe fuse. After that there 
had to l>e a new man in bis place. 
The bomb would explode Instantly the 
long fuse was ignited. 

Tbe next day when I got up after 
this disastrous raid my bunkie said:

In the hold of the Tewablc lie nearly 
300 tons of copper, worth J'JOO.OOO or 
more at the present market, 
the copper, there are several 
tons of pig iron. What else of value 
lies beneath Thunder bay waters Is 
conjectural. There was a story that 
there was $30,000 or $40,000 of specie 
In the boat s express safe, but this Is 
denied by Cnptaln George P. McKay 
of Cleveland, now treusurer of the 
Lake Carriers' association, who was 
master of tho vessel when she sank. 

There Is also a story of a belt owned 
by a woman passenger, which was 
said to contain a large diamond and a 
large sum of money. 

Divers Find Skeletons. 

It Is a fact that one of the passen- 
gers, who was saved, offered a reward 
of $1,000 for tho recovery of his trunk. 
His name lias been long since forgot- 
ten. 

In the hold of the vessel divers found 
a number of skeletons. 

The successful attack upon the most 
powerful of all barriers to deep sea 
work — water pressure — has been 
brought about by the "armored diving 
suit," constructed on novel lines by II. 
F. I.envitt of Toledo. I.eavltt made 
his "suit" more than a diver's suit. 

It Is In reality almost a ".submarine." 
Constructed of phosphor bronze, it car- 
ries its own air supply, condensed, 
sufficient for a four hour stay under 
water. What this means In divers' 
work may be best understood by ex-

Leavitt in a demonstration on Crnnd 
Traverse bay descended IttK) feet, or 
130 feet deeper thun did the 1-4 div- 
ers, and came to the surfuce feeling as 
well as whin he descended. He re- 
mained at thut depth forty-five min- 
utes. 

The future Is too clouded with un- 
certainty to warrant predictions, but 
the work on tlie I'ewablo seems to lu- 
dlcuto that untold wealth will lie raised 
from the bottom of ocean and inland 
sea. The great lukes alone will yield 
fortunes. 

Along the Jaws of sawtooth reef, oft 
Kecweenaw peninsula, Lako Superior, 
lie scores of cargoes of irou and cop- 
per. Vear after year boat after boat 
with Minnesota's wealth of iron and 
Mlcolgau's wealth of copper has sunk 
in Luke Superior. 

Many of them lie less than 100 feet 
dowu. Lake Huron has acorea of 
wrecks that. If they ran be located, 
will yield fortunes. There's the old 
» oilmen, sunk In lsT'J near Port Hu- 
ton, with copper that la now worth 
half n Million dollars. 

TI>« Pewabic was auuk fifty-two 
yeats ago In a collision with the old 
jte.vi.cr Meteor, well known for •• 
■UU'ier of years later. The Pewabki 



was owned by the Lake Superior 
Transportation company, consisting of 
Wells I>. Walbrldge, J. T. Whiting and 
L. MeKnlght. all of Detroit and all of 
whom died many yenrs ago. On her 
way from Duluth to Buffalo the Me- 
teor rammed her. 

Rlie had Ml board 150 passengers anil 
a crew of thirty. One hundred and 
twenty- five persons wore drowned. 
Captain McKay was thrown Into the 
water and was picked up by a boat 
after the steamer srnk. 

The collision occurred six and a half 
miles south and enst of Thunder liny 
Island, about fourteen miles from Al- 
pena. 

Because of the depth of water the 
boat sank below all currents and storm 
dtstUI bailCOS anil has remained more 
than half a century on the exact spot 
where aba went down. 

The Leavitt diver reported she rest- 
ed on day and rock, on even keel, with 
her rigging ami deck structure Intac t. 
Ho was able to make his wuy through 
the steamer's saloon and cabins with 
cuso. and be sent up for souvenirs one 
"clam" load of objects that lay at 
hand. Among these were numerous 
fine silk and broadcloth garments of 
fifty years ago. 

Old Time Fabrics Endure. 

Despite Its submersion under 180 feet 
of water for llfty-two years, a silk 
gown when dried apparently waa al- 
most as good as when the waters 
the steamer. The crimson 
of cotton goods 
by their long inimer- 
They were as bright as the day 
they were purchased. 

A peculiar condition marked woolen 
fabrics, however. The material that 
comprised the woof had disappeared, 
leaving tho warp as small meshed net- 
ting, but In good condition. 

Several watches, an ancient revolver, 
coins of dates prior to the civil war. 
Jet bracelets and haircombs in fashion 
of the period, square toed shoes and 
slippers of that day. the "gentlemen's 
boots" affected by the dandles— there 
must have been several on the Pewa- 
bic— black silk handmade lace, checks 
from the Pcwabic'a baggage room, 
door keys und locks with the steamer's 
name stamped upon them, steamer sil- 
ver and other articles were sent up. 

Old Daguerreotype Unharmed. 

The silver Is badly oxidized. Gold 
articles were scarcely tarnished. A da- 
guerreotype In a gold frame, probably 
n picture of a passenger named F. W. 
Ludlow, was as distinct us tho day It 
was made, the picture being unharmed. 
A gold stamped curd cose marked wit li 
the name F. W. Ludlow was also 
brought up, und It may be that If vic- 
tims of tho wreck have relatives alive 
some of them may yet recover relics of 
those who went down.

a atory of tragedies. Because of the 
depth In which the vessel sank the 
owners at once abandoned her to the 
Insurance company. The company late 
In 1805 sent Billy Pike, a famous diver 
of those days, in charge of an expedi- 
tion to attempt to recover the copper. 

Two Divers Die. 

Pike went down, and when he failed 
to signal for a rise after some time 
had passed he was brought up dead 
from the terrific pressure. The com- 
pany made no further effort to reach 
the copper. In 1S80 stories of the Pe- 
wublc's wealth caused the organiza- 
tion of several expeditions, and two 
or throo divers lost their lives between 
1880 and 1881. 

Tho next effort was made In 1801, 
and u parry from Ashland. Wis., made 
repeated attempts to reach the wreck 
with divers. One did. Ho died. 

.Next the American Wrecking and 
Sulvnge company of Milwaukee tried, 
but with a spodully constructed div- 
ing bell, capable of 
men and permitting I 
movement. 

Five men in tho bell were killed, and 
the compuny gave up Its efforts. Since 
then the lure of the Pewablc's copper 
fortune has failed to overcome the 
fear of the depths until Leavitt s ap- 
paratus was demonstrated. Today 
calm weather appears to be the only 
requisite condition for the recovery of 
the copper.

strong sunlight for several hours out 
of doors. The brtishin- Is very ImpOT- 
taut in order to remove the eggs or 
young larvae which may have escaped 
notice. Articles so cleaned anil sunned 
should then be put away in mothproof 

containers. Materials which ca it ba 

thus put away should he -ivon t In- 
sane" thorough cleaning ami reinspect 
ed during tho summer, preferably ev- 
ery two weeks. In no ease should such 
examinations be at Intervals of greater 
than three weeks or a month. 

Woolen clothing, furs, etc, may be 
packed away safely for the summer 
by Inclosing them In several wrappings 
of paper or In well made bags of cot- 
ton or linen cloth or In paper sacks, 
which can be Had or otherwise secure 
ly fastened to prevent Ingress of the 
moths. In these packages can be 
placed such repellents ns tobacco dust, 
camphor, naphl halene cones or halls, 
cedar chips, etc. The odors of these 
substances nre illsugreenblo to the par 
out moths and net as n repellent, but 
they will not kill eggs or larvae which 
muy be Inclosed in the packages; 
hence the necessity of the thorough- 
going cleaning and airing prior to pack 
lng nwuy. The same precuutions nro 
needed with cedar chests and ward- 
robes. 

The best moans of protection from 
clothes moths and a method now avail- 
able In all larger towns are the refrig- 
erating rooms provided for that pur- 
pose In practically all storage ware- 
houses, ami the adoption of this meth- 
od Is strongly recommended. 

Bugs or carpets pal sway for the 
summer should bo first thoroughly 
eteaaed OH both sides ami beaten and 

then wrapped up in tight mils protect- 
ed by Wrapping Wttk tar paper. The 
additional covering or haling with bur- 
lap Is not necessary except where the 
rolls or bales are to be transported or 
will retpiire considerable handling.

DRYING VEGETABLES. 

How to Preserve Them Successfully 
by a New Method. 

Mrs. II. It. Fullerton and Mrs. Nellie 
F. (By Car, two experts on cunning and 
preserving, have propured the follow- 
ing formula for drying fruits, vege- 
tables and other food products: 

Begin the teinisTnture for siniill 
fruits and corn low, ut 100, ami gradu- 
ally lucres so to 175, being careful not 
to burn. For all other fruits und vego- 
tobles start ut 175, work downward and 
close ut 100. 

In nveruge climates eight to twelve 
hours will be rispiired, but whore the 
moisture is grout or much dumpness 
prevails a longer time will he required 
for drying. Usually it takes from eight 
to ten hours to dry perfectly. Thou tho 
products should be thrown together, 
away from the heat, and stirred occa- 
sionally to go through a sweut, so to 
apeak, and then placed in i«i|H>r cartons 
and kept in n dry place. 

Uere ure directions for curing for in- 
cubators: 

After the hutching seuson is over for 
chickens do not let incubators remain 
Idle, but make extra trays, have t In- 
doors partly open und use tlieui as iffy- 
ers.

If the garden In 
a large one, a wheel hot i- almost a 
necessity, ftHhMgh much lahor CM !•« 
saved with a scullle hoe If the soil Ig 
imt heavy and full of stones.

GROWING ASTERS. 

How to Avoid tho Blight of the Plant 
Bug. 

The tarnished plant hug is every hit 
as hail as he is painted, ami the onto 
mologists oiler no help. The hugs are 
most active and most numerous In dry 
weather, when the plants are least able 
to withstand the infection which the 
hugs (airy. This Is "kicking a man 
when he Is down." They seldom work 
in shade, and asters grow well in shade 
that is not loo dense. A young or- 
. hard gives about the right conditions. 
There la one grower who has had line 
asters in his pear orchard many years 
In succession. On another place the 
asters planted In the open ground last 
summer wi le ruined hy plant hugs, hut 
those in a garden inclosed hy a tall 
hemlock hedge were line In spile of 
neglect and a hard clay soli. Corn has 
often heeii suggested as a shade for 
asters, hut It hua not been well tried 
out. At | muting time we all think 
that this year may lm one of the sea- 
sons when the hugs will not he trouble- 
MW The curliest varieties of asters, 
if they iWip i stem rot. are out of the 
way before the hugs get had. This is 
assuming Mint they are planted as soon 
as the ground will do the work in the 
spring. II' well hardened in e.dd frames 
before setting out they will stand a 
hard fltMt, Some of the most profit- 
able crops encountered either a snow- 
Monu or frozen ground after planting

gram to he sent over the wires was 
"What hath (iod wrought V" Now It 
"turn to light that this was not the 
tirst message The very first CM was 
sent hy one of the committee which was 
debating upon the proposal to string a 
telegru|.h wire from Haltiniore to 
Washington. Mr. Morse, who wanted 
to end the discussion, strung a wire, 
from the committee room to the top 
of tbe capltol, according to Popular 
Si lence Monthly.

Artificial Ice 

Ice nearly always has the 
swell of ammonia, and yet It does not 
come lu contact with tbe ammonia It 
self. This fact Is explained by reason 
that water absorbs the ammonia vapor. 
Artificial Ice la made by Immersing a 
vessel of dtslllhsl water In brine, wbtcb 
la cooled by pipe* containing evaporat- 
ing ammonia Not Infrequently am 
molds leaka through the Jolnta of tbe 
pipe., and It la this vapor in the air 
that U caught and liupriaoned hy tho 
distilled water aa It freezes Into 
of Ice. 



DAIRYING AND 
SOIL CULTURE 



KEEPING MILK SWEET. 

Absolute Cleanliness and Quick Cool- 
ing Must Be Practiced. 

Milk is a food product and must be 
cared for as such. Its value as food is 
very largely dependent upon the CM 
It reci Ives alter It is drawn from the 
cow. says the Kansas Parmer. The 
cow may he depended upon to do her 
share in helping out on the worlds 
food supply, hut the] ( are and prcserva 
lion of milk are as essential as Its pro 
diietlon. It Is valueless, both to the 
producer and the consumer. If It sours 
before it can Ik- used. 

To make milk sale it Is essary to 

prevent disease germs from netting 
Into it; theft foW the cows should be 
kept healthful. It Is also Important 
that the men w ho work with the cows 
he healthy and that part water from 
a protected well or spring lie used, 
piirther precautions are the use of 
clean utensils, keepiui: the cows clean 
and using partly covered palls In milk- 

lag. 

Keeping milk I watt Is entirely a mat- 
ter of cleanliness tad tcmpcrat lire reg- 
ulation, t'ows free from manure and 
dirt, espis-hilly in the region of the ud- 
der and Hanks; utensils that are care- 
fully cleansed, scalded or dried and 
careful protection of the milk from 
Hies and dirt alter production will pre 
vent the entrance of bacteria into milk. 

The milk sours as a result of the 
rapid Increase and development of the 
hacterla which fat int.. It In the proc- 
ess of handling. It Is Impossible to 
prevent some of these organisms from 
getting Into milk. P.acterla eunnot re- 
produce fast enough to sour milk in 
twenty four hours If It Is kept below 
a temperature of BO degrees P. There- 
fore milk should he cooled as soon uft- 
er production as possible. The easiest 
and most practical plan of cooling is 
to sink the cans to the level of the 
milk in I tub or running spring of 
cold water mid to stir the milk fre- 
quently for five or ten minutes until 
e«M)l. It should be held at or la-low BB 
degrees I". If possible until used. The 
MUM methods are effective In keeping 
cream. It is impossible to make good 
butter from poor cream. 

The essentials for keeping BP the 
quality of milk and cienm might be 
summed up as follows: Healthy cows 
mid men. ( lean cows and MB, dean 
cans and pails, covered milking palls 
mid dually cooling tht milk or crenm 
to the temperature of cold well water 
Within an hour after It is drawn and 
holding It nt as low n temperature as 
possible until delivered. 

FEED FOR DAIRY COWS. 

Silo the Best and Cheapest Method of 
Handlins Corn. 

Every farmer who keeps milk cows 
should have a alio. 

The fissl quest Ion Is the most serious 
problem that dairymen and farmer will 
have to face this year. With feeds 
steadily increasing in price every ef- 
fort should be made to preserve all the 
home grown fissls possible. 

The silo offers the best possible means 
of furnishing a succulent and palatable 
feed for the cows during the winter sea- 
son. Milk cows will produce more 
milk when receiving silage than they 
will on dry feed. When corn or Kaffir 
ia put into tlu- silo instead of harvest- 
ing it in the ordinary way a grent sav- 
ing of feed is efl'ectisl. When com is 
put Into the silo in place of being linn- 
died in the usual way a saving of M to 
BO [s-r cent is rcalizisl. 

The principal requirement of a silo 
is that It he air tight at the bottom and 
sides. Any material that will fullill 
this requirement w ill ki-ep silage. The 
cheaiK-st and most practical tjft to 
build Is the pit silo in regions where 
water would not Interfere within I be- 
ll rst twenty-live or thirty feet from the 
surface. Tills tyis- of silo Is built on 
the same plan as the ordinary cistern. 
In many places in this state the walls 
of the pit silo can Ik- built by simply 
plastering the walls with a coating of 
cement. 

Farmers In Demand. 

So short are the food stocks lu Eu- 
rope that If the war were to end this 
summer it would be a year or more 
before the shortage could be made up 
and conditions brought hack to those 
where demands for American food 
supplies were normal. In other words, 
the farmers and final producers of the 
Pulled States, so far as can he dis- 
cerned here, may reasonably expect 
heavy demands for foiMlstuffs for ex- 
port this year, whether the war goes 
on or not.
